REMARKS 

Claims 1-4. 7-12, 21-31 and 34-37 are pending upon entry of this Amendment. By 
this Amendment, claims 1-2, 9, 21, 23, and 30 are amended, claims 5-6 and 32-33 are 
cancelled, and new claims 34-37 are added. 

The January 27, 2005 Office Action rejected claims 1-5, 7-12 and 28 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b) over Schwarzl et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,351,408), claims 21-22 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102 (b) over Gallagher et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,640,343), and claims 23 and 25-27 under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e) over Kim (U.S. Patent No. 6,788,570). Applicants respectfully traverse these 
rejections. 



Allowable Subject M-ntf^r- 

The January 27, 2005 Office Action indicated that claims 6, 24 and 29-33 were 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form. By this Amendment, independent claim 1 is amended to 
include the features of original dependent claims 5-6. independent claim 21 is amended to 
include the features of dependent claim 32. and independent claim 23 is amended to include 
the features of dependent claim 33. New independent claims 34-37 are dependent claims 29- 
31 and 24, respectively, rewritten in independent form. Accordingly, Applicants submit that 
independent claims 1, 21 and 23, their dependent claims, and new independent claims 34-37 
define patentable subject matter.

Applicants submit that entry of this Amendment After Final Rejection is proper, 
because it merely accepts subject matter indicated allowable in the January 27, 2005 Office 
Action.
